OUTCOME OF 
RUSSIAN DRIVE 

Offensive Taken by French Be- 
tween Meuse and Mo- 
selle, However. 

ENGLAND AGAINSBOWS UP. 

Two More Ships Are Sent to 
the Bottom in Channel 
by Submarines. 

London, April 7.— Although the 
French are conducting a sustained 
offensive between the Meuse and 
the Moselle in an effort to dislodge 
the Germans from St. Mihiel, the 
southernmost point of their line, the 
allied armies as a whole appear to 
be awaiting the outsome of Russia's 
gigantic plan to force the Carpathian 
barrier. 

Germany is believed to be pouring 
troops into Hungary, even to the ex- 
tent of weakening her forces in 
Flanders, and Vienna tonight notes 
the presence and recounts the suc- 
cess of German and Austrian troops 
in the Laboreza valley. 

There is less talk in England of the 
spring advance in France and Bel- 
gium, and an increasing apprecia- 
tion of the task Russia is attempting. 
This leads to a belief in some quart- 
ers that the allies in the west, reck- 
oning on the heavy cost incident to 
smashing the German lines there, 
perhaps may seek only to hold their 
ground, in the belief that the Rus- 
sians will invade Hungary, ultimate- 
ly to join hands with the allied 
forces. 

Thus, what their opponents re- 
gard as the weakest of the Teutonic 
allies Austria-Hungary, would be in- 
vaded without the loss of life that 
an attempt to drive the Germans 
from France and Belgium would en- 
tail. 

Meanwhile, it is argued, the bom- 
bardment of the Dardanelles will be 
continued at the shortest, if most 
costly method of crushing Turkey. 
Reports that Smyrna again has been 
bombarded lack official confirmation 
and the absence of news from the 
Dardanelles is taken by some to 
mean that important operations are 
under way. 

British forces, in occupying 
Warmbad, German Southwest Afri- 
ca, have taken what is considered 
the southern capital and the termi- 
nus of the railway system. 

Including active military opera- 
tions, the questions of munitions 
and alcohol dominate the put lie 
mind in Great Britain. 

What the government proposes to 
d<> with the liquor problem proba- 
bly will not be disclosed until par- 
liament reassembles April 14, but 
the idea of general prohibition is no: 
seriously entertained. The authori- 
ties seem to hope that the desired 
results will be obtained by volun- 
tary abstinence, coupled with re- 
strictions on saloons. 

Bulgaria and Serbia have ex- 
changed notes which, on the surface, 
appear to end the recent border in- 
cidents, but official Serbian circles 
in London insist that the latest out- 
break was engineered from Bulgaria 
and that Austrians. as well as Turks, 
w«re found among the dead raiders.

Latest reports of the great storm 
which swept the Atlantic coast Fri- 
day and Saturday indicate that the 
toll of human life will reach nearly 
a hundred persons.

The patrons of th* Beverly and 
Garrettsburg local diatricta have 

petitioned the County Board of Edu- 
cation to consolidate their districts 
and build one large centralized tchool. 



This scheme would abandon the 
Beverly and Garrettaburir schools.

BONAPARTE AS A CENSOR 



French Emperor Suppressed Almanach 
de Gotha, Which Mentioned 
Deposed Princes. 

The German Almanach de Gotha 
published two editions tn 1K0S. and the 
first of these, which was suppressed 
by order of Napoleon, Is now worth 
considerably more than Its weight in 
fold. The suppression, says the Pall 
Mall Gazette, took place because the 
editor had Included In the section de- 
voted to reigning sovereigns a number 
of German princes deposed by the 
French emperor. From that year un- 
til 1814 the proofs had to be sub 
mitted to the French authorities be- 
fore publication. 

The revised edition of 1808 contains 
a curious collection of portraits. Na- 
poleon figures on the frontispiece witb 
the inscription: 

II a recu pour nous qtiand de ci.-l le 
forma 

Le brag de Romulus et I*— PHI de Numa. 

The subjects of the other portraits 
are Murat. then grand duke of Berg 
t'TAllematigne le volt avec ptalsir au 
noinbre de ses souveralns"), Nelson 
and Pitt Concerning the last two thu 
editor writes: "Time and death have 
extinguished the feelings of enmit) 
they once inspired."

Its Ideals, l»s 
rai.-.otSn. :ts law* and its citizens 
are moral, patriotic and Just It grows 
because It is a living, crow. tig organ 
ism, nourished by a spirit un atmos- 
phere, a spiritual soil, a spiritual 
sunshine and a spiritual shower.

I liasize th-; outward at the cost of thn 
Inward, the statute at the cost of the 
citizen. I believe that the need for 
the making of a few vital laws an I 
for the strict enforcement of the law 

I I ready made is greater than the nec 1 
for the making of many new law 
We are not In need of more laws i 
much as we are In need of more men 
who respect nnd obey the law— men 
who are straight, decent and fearless 
and men who do right without havin;.; 
a law flashed in their faces. 

No democracy can last without In 
visible government ; without the si 
lent rule of human lives. Noble and 
expanding visions and Ideals that 
rule in the citadel of the soul can not 
be fully expressed In written laws 
and political platforms: neither can 
they be effectively transmitted to thn 
ives of the people through laws made 
>y partisan legislatures; and yet the. 
are the invisible things that largely 
make and govern every great state 
1 here Is no greater work that can be 
done in Kentucky than the crystal 
zing of human Ideals and noble do 
sires that are frequently silent and 
inactive into a positive public sentf 
ment that will proclaim to the world 
that Kentucky is a land of optimism 
magnetic progress and opportunity, 
intlt for dead men and knockers and 
suitable only for live men and boost 
ers. We shall never have the greate' 
state until we develop a public sent! 
ment that will be a fire under the feet 
of every reactionary In the state, a 
public sentiment that will brand, ban- 
ish and disgrace any citizen who would 
corrupt a great state; a public senti- 
ment that will Insure clean elections 
and the rule of the people.

There are Ken- 
tucky boys of the finest human stock 
who are In need of the enn forts of 
life and who are today working In 
great coal mines that were formerly 
owned by tholr fathers. We must In- 
vite foreign capital and give It an op- 
l>ort unit y to work In our state, hut It 
Is more Important for us to get rid of 



thst every dol'ar paid by them for the so much bitter snd selfish politics, get 
maintenance of the government ten 
der a dollars' worth of patriotic ser- 
vice, and that every persot 
or appointed to a government 
tlon render honest labor and do a hill 
day's work. The people have never 
objected and never will object to pay 
Ing for good service and good govern 
ment, provided they get good service 
and good government. If I am elect 
ed governor, my flrst message to tbe 
general assembly will deal largely 
with the business conditions of the 
state and will recommend thst the 
state's financial system be reorgan 
lzed, waste and extravagance be elim 
Inated and the taxpayer protected 
and an equitable, just and progres- 
sive system of taxation and bua^n 
established. I am going to use 
every iwwer I have to have the debt 
of the state paid off and her business 
put in shape so she can meet her obll 
gatlons wthen they fall due. I shall 
work for a more efficient, ndmlnlstra 
tlon of tbe affairs of the state, and 
shall stand for the right kind of econ 
om) in all public matters. I am un 
alterably opposed to any Increase In 
.he tax rate. I believe with the prop 
er business management we can solve 
our. fiscal problems without any in- 
cresse In the tax rate. I shall use my 
influence In having a law passed that 
will call from Its hiding place tntangf 
hie property, thnt is largely owned by 
the rich and Is escaping taxation, and 
force it to bear Its part of the ex 
pense of maintaining the government 
Many, many other wrongs exist and 
will continue to exist until the busi- 
ness of the staite Is reorganized. If I 
am elected governor I shall recom 
mend that no appropriations be mado 
except in cases of emergencies, until 
the present financial condition of the 
state is corrected and It Is In a posl 
tlon to pay her appropriations when 
they fall due. I shall recommend 
abolishing every uselees office, and 
the right kind of economy In every 
department of the government. 

When 1 was a child I used a mln 
now hook, a thread and a worm and 
fished in a hole of water about two 
feet deep that was under the roots ot 
a sycamore tree that stood by tho 
bank of a creek. A person may flah 
in this hole of water all his life and 
ho wtll never catch anything but min- 
nows, because only minnows inhabit 
K. If he does not go to tihe larger 
waters he will never know the differ 
ence that comes from the feeble tug 
of a minnow and the thrilling pull of 
a five pound bass. I fear sometimes 
that Kentucky has fished too muah in 
minnow holes Instead of putting out 
boldly upon tbe great sea of life and 
feeling the spiritual and Industrial 
swells that come from a larger states 
manshlp. We have sometimes dab 
bled in the shocls when wo should 
have been out upon the great blue 
deep. We have played secret and 
petty politic* in secret and dark 
places In the Interest of the few. 
when we should have been working 
f or tho many and transacting thn 
buslnes-s of the commonwealth. We 
have been satisfied with Inadequate 
educational adpartngea for our .chil- 
dren whon we should have demanded 
the best We have in many Instances 
robbed the noil of its fertility, de- 
stroyed the timber and polluted the 
streams Instead of conserving them. 
We have too often neglected our agrl 
ciitu.al interests, and as a resnit 
many nubbins and small crops 
wheie big ears and large ero-s should 
grow. We have been r.atlsfle.l with 
muddy roads and willing to pav the 
enormous mud tax when we should 
have had good roods. We have ship- 
per! our coal Into ether states to run 
their machinery, when we should 
have been utdng it for home Indus- 
tries. We have been shipping raw 
material Into other commonwealths 
to be made Into finished articles, to 
he shipped back to us and sold at an 
enormous profit, when we should 
have been making these finished art! 
cles ourselves and shipping them 
Into other ptates. In fact, we have 
dooe too much fishing in minnow 
holes and have not hail enough of the 
thrill, ''..in and profit that comes 
from a larger effort. 

N«?ur» has made Kentucky a good 
ly land, lavished ui*m her rifts with 
a prodigal hand, bestowed within her 
borders natural resource* which 
make her land sanguine in promise 
Olid productivity, mighty In Industrial 
opportunity and inns-rial In the ma- 
jesty of her soil, tier area is almost 
ss large as England. She is one-fifth 
as large as the German empire and 
four times as large as Relglum. If her 
[.ooulatlon were as dense as Belgium, 
there would be wtrhln our area 25. 
000,000; or as dense as Germany, 
there would be 12.000,000; or If as 
thickly se'tled as England. 2«.000.000 
souls. She has a great agricultural 
area, marvelous coal fields, much iron 
ore, valuable otl and gas reservoirs, 
inexhaustible supplies of limestone, 
clay and cement material, and within 
her area 4.000 miles of navigable riv- 
ers, upon whose waves the transpor- 
tation croft of an emolre might find 
Its way Into tho world's market. 

Indeel. Kentucky Is a land of ontl 
mism. The g( !den gates of opportu- 
nity swing wide onen. It Is a liuid of 
milk and bonny, but we shsll never 
get the milk until we have men who 
can <So the milking, and we shall nev- 
er get the honey until we have bu 
man bees to make It. Our unworked 
and i:n levee ptd rMrltunl and Indus- 
trial felds nre calling for men: for 
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mo time should not forget that tbe 
respoiiuibllltx of ownership falls 
h'avllv in oi us and that our children 
are entitled to their share of the 
weallh uf our fields, hills and moun- 
tains aad to as good an opportunity 
to become leaders as the children of 
any other state. Vast fields of Ken-

Pled(j«s Aid to the Farmers. 
I'nlversal progress begins snd end's 
with the soli. We must love snd In- 
telligently cultivate the farm if we 
would succeed In building up a great- 
er Kentucky. Improved agriculture Is 
a fundamental proposition and one of 
monumental Importance to every citi- 
zen of the state. About 75 per cent 
of the people of Kentucky are engaged 
In agriculture. The development of 
our state depends largely upon the 
success of the farmer— the most Im- 
portant citizen of the land. We have 
a gigantic inheritance and opportu- 
nity. We have the climate, the show 
er, the sunshine, the soil and the poo 
pie. but the leading farmers and agri- 
cultural experts of the state tell us 
thst we are not producing more than 
one half of what we should produce 
and that the yield can be doubled on 
the same acreage, with but little ad- 
ditional labor. After all the perma- 
nent producing capacity of the soil — 
the basis of all prosperity — depends 
finally upon the Intelligence of tho 
farmer who cultivates it. I believe in 
overy sane and democratic effort In 
the Interest of rural uplift and In a 
stale policy that will aid In building 
up the rural schools, In constructing 
good roads, in disseminating ngrlcul 
tuia! Information among the masses. 
In co-operating with the United States 
government in Its endeavors to lm 
prove agriculture, in increasing the 
productive capacity of the people and 
In prompting them to develop commu 
nlty organizations that will aid the 
people of rural Kentucky in establish 
Ing markets and in getting good 
prices for the products of their labor. 
With a little effort we can double the 
earning capacity of our people, and 
when we do this we will have more 
money for the necessaries of life, for 
the comforts of the home, for the 
building of roads, churches, and for 
private and public Improvements ot 
all kinds. I heard the lamented Sea 
man A. Knnpp, the great rural uplift 
chairman and worker, say that if he 
could instruct each former In Ken 
tucky for twenty minutes in the sim- 
ple fundamentals of corn culture, and 
If they wotild faithfully do what he 
asked them to, he could Increase the 
annual corn yield five bushels per 
acre. This would incresse the annual 
corn yield in the state 18.000,000 bush 
els, and at 73 cents per bushel the In 
crease would be worth $12,000,000 
enough to pay the deficit In the treas- 
ury of Kentucky about five or six 
times, enough to build a $1,400 school 
building in every rural school district 
In Kentucky; and enough, If trnnsmut 
ed into private and pubic Improve 
ments and Into human efficiency, to 
solve many of the Vital problems of 
life and to meet manv of the Industrial 
needs of our state. This twenty mln 
utes Is one of Kentucky's opporttini 
Mos which will he lost to the state 
unless saved through the agricultural 
education of its people. If I am elect 
ed governor I am going to do every 
thing w ithin my power to promote the 
agricultural Interests of the state and 
to assist the farmers in working out 
their complex problems. 

Good Roads Enthusiast. 
I welcome with rnthusiasm thn 
good roads awakening that is now 
sweeping the state. It Is Impossible 
to estimate its meaning to the moral. 
Mid industrial development of Ken 
tucky. I have alwavs been an earli- 
est advocate of cood roads, nnd if 1 
am elected governor I shall have spo 
flat Interest in doing all I ran to pro- 
mote the building of good roads In 
even section of the r"ate I also fa 
vor tho abolition of the present con 
vlct labor sys'em. and the reorganize 
tlon of the penitentiaries and asylums 
along modern nnd economic and hu- 
manitarian lines. 

The greater Kentucky can not bo 
brought into existence by some magic 
process. It can not be set up and 
nailed together like a house. It mu.-.r 
grow. If we would maintain a full 
grown Kentuckv, we must attain unto 
a full grow. i citizenship, and If we 
would attain unto a full grown eltl 
BSnsklp. we must attain unto a full 
grown school system, developed to the 
highest degree of civic, social and in 
din- trial efficiency. The work of devel- 
nptng schools that Inspire leadership, 
schools that ar* human nurseries 
where sound Ideas grow and Individ 
uallties flourish, is fundamental re- 
form and the hope of a democracy. 

When our brave forefathers found- 
ed tbU government upon human ex- 
pression they embodied the thought 
of the public school In the organism 
of the republic The Declaration of 
Indenenden. e c intemdstes universal 
education. It makes the public school 
system and cfter eV~>~t~- -n1<lng 
forces a necessity and an implied part 
of Its organism. The Declaration of 
Independence Is by nature the great- 
est ediicatlonnl program that has ever 
been enacted by a bod v of people. Its 
own life and perpetuity depends upon 
universal Intelligence and righteous 
neee. The world of mind Is the field 
In which the school system works. 
The system exists for no other pur- 
pose except to make patriotic citizens 
and cat. able workers In the homo, on 
the fuim, In the shop. In the factory. 
In th.} professions and otsewhere. The 
work < f making men, of transmuting 
dollars Into Mfe. Irt'o government, Into 
Ideals, into freedom, of Living them 
wlnss ii nd m iking thi i:i me«seiuer* 
of peace, :.i tho fcate.it work dele- 
gated to the hands or men. This 
makes Its weik universal, establish- 
Ing a i in: uon ground upon which sll 
can unite In the interest of efficiency. 
Tho school system halms* to the peo- 
ple. It Inherits pitrtctle unity We 
stand for >t tor tho same resson wo 
stand soltdly for the flag w l ien It has 
been dishonored by a foreign foe. I 
know of no patriotism, of no reform 
that Is higher than an organised effort 
thst declares Its allegiance to the 
■ bUd who is to beoouie the future Ken- 
lucky.

The development of our rural school 
Is our most important rural problem. 
About 75 per cent of the children of 
the state live In the rural sections 
and most of them are deprived of the 
educational advantages enjoyed by 
the children of the city. The develop- 
ment of our stste deiiends more than 
anything else upon the training of the 
rural children, most of whom will be- 
come tillers of the soil and the mak- 
ers of home* — the basis of all wealth 
and progress. 

I believe In the development of the 
material resources of Kentucky, In a 
magnetic and sane progress that will 
stimulate effort and efficiency In 
every honorable human endeavor and 
udd new wealth to our personal hold- 
ings and put red blood In the arteries 
of commerce. But I would make the 
motive that prompts the effort a mor- 
al enthuslalsm that will stamp every 
dollar with Integrity and give It a 
conscience; that will transmute It 
into ideals and into better homes, 
better churches, better schools, better 
roads and all other things that mako 
life Joyous and happy. It would be 
better for us to live and die In a log 
hut and experience biting poverty, 
p.nd preserve our Integrity, our chival- 
ry and our human sympathy, than to 
die rich in a mansion and become a 
commercialized, money loving, selfish 
people. Neither one is right. The ;| 
remedy Is in a proper use ot our In 
alienable lire and property privileges. 
Tbe state has no higher function to 
perform than to instruct her people 
concerning tbe Inherent relation that 
exists between property nnd life and 
between the school and the industrial 
development of the state I believe 
In a Btate policy that will ring the 
moral, intellectual and Industrial "ris- 
ing bell" In the lives ot all the people. 

On the Kth day or January, in an- 
nouncing my candidacy through the 
press of the state for the nomination 
for governor, I made the following 
statement in reference to the temper- 
ance question: 

Oppose Ststewide. 
"I believe in temperance, in law 
and order and In the enforcement of 
law. I have always worked with tho 
temperance people and have neve: 
cast a vote lor the open saloou. I 
stnnd for the present county unit law 
and for making it effective. If I am 
elec ted governor nnd the general as 
semuly should pass, a bill repealing 
the county unit law, or a bill that 
would render it less efficient. 1 would 
veto it. Cnder the present county J 
unit law, which In its present form haat JPs 
been in operation less than one year 
every saloon in Kentucky can h. 
closed and the temperance sentiment 
promoted. My interest In temperance 
and in the development ot a greater 
Kentucky causes me to loolj with deep 
concern upon any effort to abandon, 
at this ilme, the county unii law for 
statewide prohibition. We should give 
tbe Bounty unit law a fair trial befora 
going further. 1 brtleve that a wise 
statesmanship demands that the ap- 
proaching administration devote its 
time to the work of interpreting tho 
principles enunciated in this platform 
Into a grocter Kentucky; to wiping 
out the state deficit and to organizing 
her different Institutions and endeav- 
ors upon au economic and business 
basis. We must do something that 
will assist the people In having mora 
of the comforts of life and more to 
eat and to wear. This conclusion haa 
become to me a deep conviction, ,'u 
taking tills position, I do not ask any 
citizen (0 surrender his views on tern 
persni e " 

Believing It to be the duty of everv 
Democrat to stand on the platform 
enunciated at our last platform con- 
vention until the Democrats of thn 
state in convention assembled make 
a new declaration of principles, anl 
promt ted by an earnest desire to do 
the thing that would be to the best k. 
Interest of both the party and this " 
great state, I made the above declara- 
tion. I submitted the temperance 
plank, before making my announce- 
ment to a large number of teinper- 
snce workers, Including many lead 
ers. and asked them to criticise it 
freely. With but two or three excep- 
tions It was enthusiastically indorsed. 
There can be no doubt about ohere^^ 
being thousand.! and thousands of as 
noble temj etanee workers as can be 
found In Kentucky who believe wo 
should give the county unit law a fair 
trial before gulii^ rorthor.

Statewide prohibition can not make 
thla county <>r any of the 106 any 
Ij dryer than your votes and your eplen- 
■'Vdld public sentiment have already 
JBjf'lc thorn. I have stood aboubler to 
^Shoulder with the ten; 
of my county, under our county unit 
law. In obtaining prohibition condi- 
tion* and eradicating the saloon from 
our midst. You have done the same 
thing in your good county. Every 
county in the state can do the sami 
whenever their public sentiment de- 
demands It and not before, whether 
under a couwty unit or a statewide 
law. The governor has nothing to do 
with the submission of the statewide 
amendment. It becomes a law with- 
out his signature. He can not even 
veto It 

The state constitution toon rrom the 
governor the power to veto nn act 
submitting a constitutional amend- 
ment, and put the entire power In the 
hands of the general assembly. I am 
at a loss to know wr-.ere those advo- 
cating statewide prohibition get the 
Information that the people want to 
vote on It at this time. I have heard 
no suoh clamor from the public my- 
self, but am rather of the opinion that 
an effort Is being made to force this 
issue on the people, whether they 
want it or not, and if such Is the case, 
the effort can be prompted only by 
t.ome other motive than a patriotic 
one. tl seems strange that nny onn, 
having the success of the Democratic 
party at heart, would attempt to force 
such an Issue on the people at this 
election, when all the state officers 
(who have nothing to do with tho 
question) are to be elected, instead 
cf deferring It until some future elec- 
tion when only the members of the 
general assembly are to be elected, 
and thus avoid a disruption In the par- 
ty and Its possible defeat in Novem 
ber. 

I believe that a wise statesmanship 
demands that we, at this time, seek 
4^'to enlarge the dry territory through 
Mine operation of the county unit law 
•^and through the development of a 
strong public sentiment, rather than 
to attempt to put all of the counties 
under statewide prohibition, regard- 
less of their local sentiment and pub- 
lic opinion. The noblest law known in 
the experience of man will die in the 
hands of a people who will not ex 
ecute it. It will be a civic tragedy 
that will destroy respect for law and 
lower the Ideals of the people. Law 
has never and will never rise nbov-j 
public opinion. Good government de- 
mands that law follow public opinion 
and not be forced to travel ahead of 
it only to he assassinated by Its en- 
emies who have protested r.calnst it. 
Our government demands that the 
citadel of public opinion— the homo 
of law- be established In the hearts 
of the people before the law is forced 
upon them. I do not know of any- 
thin™ that inlurrs Hie morals of the 



people nna lowers the standards of 
living more than a homeless law that 
Is forced npen a governing unit with- 
out its consent nnd over the protest 
of a majority of the people who live 
In the unit. Is It wise for us at this 
time to force statewide prohibition 
upon counties we know will not en- 
force prohibition? What do we hope 
to gain by sswidlng .the temperance 
cause Into territories where we know 
that a majority of the people are 
against it. and will take advantage of 
It to discredit the temperance move 
ment? 

There are many other phases of the 
question that I could discuss, bat time 
forbids at this meeting. I shall take 
them up, however, from time to time 
through my campaign. 

Finally and summarily, I stand for a 
greater Kentucky, a land of happy 
homes where moral. Intellectual, relig- 
ious, social and Industrial Ideals dour 
lsh and flowers bloom; a land dotted 
with schools taught by consecrated 
teachers, crowned witn our noble boys 
and girls preparing for spiritual and 
Intellectual enjoyment and for service 
In the occupation they are to pursue; 
a land of Christian ideals, with good 
roads leading from neighbor to neigh- 
bor and from everywhere to the school, 
the church and the market; a land

Cutting or grinding hay, straw end 
fodder add nothing to thpir nutritive 
But with proper arrange- 
ts it Is more convenient to feed, 
and when mixed with wheat bran and 
crushed corn and cobmeal, horses, 
cows and sheep will eat cut fodder 
and wheat straw as greedily as the best 
of hay. Where there is an abundance 
of fodder and straw this is a very 
economical method of wintering stock 
—the hay may be sold and the money 
used for t>u>iiiR the bran and oil meal. 
One bushel of fine-cut fodder — say 
about eight pounds — and one quart of 
corn chop and one quart of wheat 
bran and one pint of oil meal mixed 
with warm water during the cold 
weather three times a day. is a good 
allowance for a cow not giving milk 
that Will < ime fresh in spring Cows 
giving milk should be allowed more 
bran and corn chop. The usual allow- 
ance is thr. e pints of corn chop, two 
quarts of wheat bran and one plut of 
oil meal, mixed with a half bushel of 
equal parts of mixed hay fodder and 
straw, given three times a day. Coarse 
fodder should be split and cut fine; 
some of our milk farmers are using a

Horses should be fed according to 
their work. One bushel of cut straw 
and two quarts of com chop may be 
regarded as equivalent to good mixed 
hay. 

If the horses are doing but little, 
work they will do WtU on this mixture, 
being given all they will eat up clean. 
If at steady work give two or three 
quarts of oats or six to tight ears of 
corn three times a day in addition. 

Sheep should be given a little grain 
once a day. Have roomy shed and 
hard, dry earth floor. Wheat straw, 
mixed hay and corn fodder, fed in 
moderate amounts, will keep them in 
thrifty condition.

After investigating under the 
Food and Drugs Act, a large num- 
ber of preparations advertised as 
consumption cures, the Department 
of Agriculture has not been able 
to discover any that may in any sense 
be rewarded as "cures" for tubercu- 
losis. 

Seem contain drugs that may at 
times afford some temporary re ief 
from the distressing symptoms of the 
d.sease, but this all. Since the pas- 
8 ige of feieral leitislatioi prohibit- 
i is the shipment in interstate com- 
merce of medicinal preparations for 
which tdlse and fraudulent claims 
are made, there has been a marked 
tendency to label these preparations 
"remedies" ins'esd of cures" or 
infallible cures" as they used to be 
called. In many cases, however, 
they can not even be ft girded as 
remedies. 

A "cherry b t lsam," for extmple 
for the "cure" of "consumption" 
and •'hemorrhage of the lungs." 
which it was represented would 
"strike at the very root of the dis- 
ease" was found on analysis to be 
nothing but a solution in water 
and alcohol of opium, sugar, ben 
zaidehyde, inorganic salts and color- 
ing matter. V contained na cherry 
berk extract or balsam. 

A more elaborate "cure" censis - 
ed of five different preidratiori 
which the credulous patient was to 
t ik'- septra'e'y. Tle;e were fi'st, 
the medicine proper, ih- esstntia 
ingredien s of which were found to 
bs morphine, cinnamic acid and ar 
eenic— not a very safe mixture to 
take habitually; second, a tonic 
which was Euppo&aJ to contain iron 
but did not; third, a "cough mix 
ture" made up of alcoho\ chloro 
form, and codeine which is a derive 
tive of opium cr morphine; feurth 
a mixture which contained some 
quinine, and a solution of w iter and 
Aft b, odeine tablets. Even the 
strongest constitution cou'd hardly 
stand a cou'ss of such a treatment. 

In the marketing of such prepan - 
tions considerable irgenuity is fre- 
quently shown. One of the main 
objects is to persuade the patient a( 
comparatively low price, the indi- 
vidual attention of a trained sp.'cial- 
iat. For this purpose, symp'om 
blanks are employed. These contain 
a number of questions abjut the pa- 
tient's symptoms, the number vary - 
ng from a dozen or so to as miny as 
70 or 80. The patient is led to be- 
lieve tt a the Information which he 
furnishes in reply to these questio is, 
will be carefully considered b -fun- 
any medicine is prescribed for him.

prices until he is at last 'induced to 
believe tbat he cannot afford to ig- 
nore such a bargain. Tbis is car- 
ried to such an extent tbat a "treat- 
ment." the original price of which 
is $25, may be offered at the end of 
six months for $2 50. 

As a matter of fact the successful 
treatment of tuberculosis requires 
much more than the mere giving of 
medicine and, moreover, what will 
help one case will not necessarily 
help another. Cliims that are abso 
lutel/ unwarranted are no longer 
permitted on the labels of medicine 
shipped in interstate commerce, but 
'.he wording may be such as to con- 
vey a misleading impression.' without 
the use of absolute statements. 
Thus preparations continue to find 
a sale despite the fact that a little 
trouble on the part of the prospec- 
tive purchaser will reveai tteir 
worthlessness.

We note in the current dispatches 
the serious illness of Judge Reuben 
A. M'ller. of Oweisboro. Tne dis- 
patches indicate that he is probab'y 
on his detth bed. 

Judge Miller bears the unique dis- 
tinction of being the only man who 
resigned a political office and started 
out without any particular pros- 
pects. 

After Dick Tato defaulted and 
skipped to the boundless the General 
Assembly, locking the stable after 
the horse had been stolen, created 
the office of State Inspector and Ex- 
aminer. General Simon Btlvar 
Buckner, who was Governor at the 
time, appointed Reuben A. Miller 
at that time a young lawyer of 
Hawesville, to the place. There was 
plenty of work in it, and good p»y, 
but it never appealed to Judge Mil 
ler, because he had to investigate 
into and report on the frai ties of hi-* 
fellowmen. 

After a short time of official serv- 
ice, he voluntarily resigned and went 
to Owensboro and entered the prac- 
tice of law, where one of the strong- 
est bars of the State then resided. 

It was not long Lefore he msde his 
influer.es felt, ani he was employed 
in most of the important cases. That 
he did not becofce a rich man was 
largely due to the fact that he was a 
poor fee collector. 

Heis a man of the highest seme 
of honor, and an ornament to the 
profession to which he belongs. We 
hope the reports have been ex igger- 
ated, and that he may yet be spared 
many years to his state and city.—
